MORE THAN 800 students
received help with reading, and
other special classes were also
held. English, spelling, and
arithmetic were special sub-
jects,

were fully self-supporting,
careful matching of
teacher-pupil ratios held costs
down, State funds, provided on
the basis of average daily at-
tendance, paid all the bills,
reports Waldrip.

The unusually large enroll-
ment was partially explained
by Dr. A, N. Posner, assistant
superintendent for education,
who said, “students knew be-
forehand that summer school
was something besides make-up
of subjects previously failed,
and thus the stigma of the tra-
ditional make-up type summer
school was lifted.”
